Results of experimental work 

with dairy pastures and selection 
of a Kentucky Dairy Princess for 
1956 will feature the University of 
Kentucky Experiment Station's 
dairy field day Tuesday, July 10, 
at Lexington. 

The program will be split into 
two phases, according to program 
arrangers. The morning session 
will be devoted to viewing and 
comparing results from grazing 
milk cows on alfalfa-orchard grass 
and alfalfa-brome gra.ss pastures; 
experimental utilization of Sudan 
grass as a supplement to an im- 
proved pasture of orchard grass 
and Ladino clbver; and grazing 
results from two pastures contain- 
ing birdsfoot trefoil. Value of 
feeding only hay and silage as a 
supplement to pastiu-e, and better 
and more economical methods of 
raising calvea alao will bt ex- 
plained. 

A free picnic lunch will be held 
at the Dairy Products building at 
noon. After that, the Kentucky 
nairy Prince.s.s will be selected. 
The state winner will be selected 
from those entered by various 
counties, cities and towns which 
previously staged local contests.

Hie staff during the 1M6- 
57 fiscal year, will include, In addi- 
tion to the director, a full-time 
secretary, therapist, two graduate 
assistants, a research atalatant. a 
Veterant Admtnlilnttloii mdlology 
assistant, and a pait-tlmt tfae- 
tronlcs technician.
